LA BOHEME 


Opera in Four Acts by Giacomo Puccini (1858-1924). 
Libretto by Illica and Gíacosa, based on Murger*s novel. 
First produced. Teatro Reggio, Turin, February 1, 1896. 


Principal Chàracters: 


Mimi, a seamstress (Soprano) 
Rudolph, a poet (Tenor) 
Marcei, a painter (Baritone) 


Musetta, a coquette (Soprano) 
Colline, a philosopher (Bass) 


Schaunard, a musjcian (Baritone) 


Time—About 1830. 


Place—Latin Quarter, Paris. 


ACT I.— The garret where live the four Bohemians. Rudolph is writing, 
Marcei painting. They improvise a flre. Colline enters and adds some 
unpawned books. Schaunard has actually earned some money. He sends 
some food and wine. The landlord, Benoit, enters to collect his rent; they 
set him tipsy and eject him. Schaunard proposes dining at the Café 
Momus nearby. Rudolph will join them later. He is writing when Mimi, 
who lives above, comes seeking a light. It is love at first sight. He detains 
her; they relate their stories and go out to join the others. 

ACT II.— Christmas Eve; the Square before the Café Momus. Rudolüh buys 
Mimi a bonnet. The meai is merrv. Musetta, MarcePs former lover, comes 
to dine with Alcindoro, a Councillor. She and Marcei find they still want 
each other; she gets rid of the Councillor and joins Marcei. They go off 
merrily leaving Alcindoro, returning with her message, to pay both bilis. 
ACT III— The Barriére d’Enfer, a gate of Paris, outside a tavern, where now 
live Musetta and Marcei. Rudolph, having quarrelled with Mimi, is with 
them. Mimi comes to confide in Marcei. She hides on the approach of 
Rudolph, and overhears him tell Marcei that he and Mimi must part as 
they quarrel so often. Her coughing reveals her presence. The lovers are 
reconciled, but they decide to part, not in anger but with regret. 

ACT IV.— The four men are back in the attic; Mimi and Musetta have gone 
to live the gay life. Rudolph and Marcei feign work, but are thinking of 
Mimi and Musetta. Colline and Schaunard enter. The four try to forget 
their poverty in a mock dance. At this moment Musetta enters, announcing 
that Mimi is dying and has asked to be brought to the attic. They bring 
in Mimi and put her to bed. The friends all try to be kind to her. Mimi 
and Rudolph, left alone, declare their love. But it is too late. Mimi dies 
quietly. The friends must console Rudolph. 


PRINCIPAL NUMBERS: 


The musical pattern is most descriptive of the action; themes recur. 
Of the formal numbers, outstanding are:— 

Act I.— Solo: Rudolph—“ Lazily rising.” 

Duet: Mimi and Rudolph—“ Oh, how stupid.” 

Solo: Rudolph—“ Your tiny hand is frozen.” 

Solo: Mimi—“ Yes, they call me Mimi.” 

Duet: Mimi and Rudolph—Lovely maid in the moonlight.” 

Act II.— Waltz Song: Musetta—“ As through the Street.” 

Concerted: Principais—” Ah, golden youth, you are not dead.” 
Chorus: Tattoo—” And there’s the drum major.” 

Act III— Duet: Mimi and Marcei—” I hoped I should find you here.” 

Duet: Rudolph and Marcei—‘‘Marcei, at last I’ve found you.” 

Solo: Mimi—” Farewell, then I wish you well.” 

Quartet: Principais—” Lonely in winter.” 

Act IV.— Duet: Rudolph and Marcei—'"Ah, Mimi, false, fickle-hearted.” 

Solo: Colline—” Garment antique and trusty.” 

Duet: Mimi and Rudolph—” Have they left us?”
